ator Charles Dick regarding his busi- 
ness relations with former Treasurer 
Smith of Akron. The senator says: 


"In view of maliciously false state- 


ments concerning myself appearing in 
some newspapers in connection with 
the report to the auditor of state upon 
the examination of the treasury of the 
city of Akron, I feel I can not do less 
than to say that I never directly or 
indirectly borrowed a dollar 
from 


Treasurer Smith or from any other 
treasurer or custodian of public funds. 
Any newspaper article insinuating or 
intimating that I ever borrowed of any 
one any amount of public funds is 
•wholly without foundation or justifica- 
tion. An examination made by direc- 
tion of the court, the report of which is 
a matter of court record, and also a 
voluntary statement made without so- 
licitation on my part by Treasurer 
Smith and by Mr. Seiberling, his attor- 
nay, both of whom have 
personal 


knowledge of the facts, completely re- 
move any ground for such charge or 
suspicion." 


Senator Dick adds: "The facts, brief- 


ly stated, are these: When the Akron 
Savings bank passed into the hands of 
receivers, I was in the bank's debt 
personally and 
Jointly with L. C. 


Miles, my personal obligation being 
amply and satisfactorily secured by 
stock of the bank as collateral, the 
market value of which, prior to the 
bank's difficulties, considerably ex- 
ceeded the amount of my loan. When 
the assets were sold by the receivers 
to George D. Bates, these notes were 
transferred to him. Subsequently he 
•old these notes with others which he 
had purchased from the receivers to 
Fred B. Smith, who in turn trans- 
ferred his entire holdings to the bond- 
ing company, upon its request and de- 
mand. Until Mr. Smith's difficulties 
arose I did not know that this paper 
wae in his possession, but supposed it 
was still the property of Mr. Bates 
and his associates. However, this 
does not in the least modify my orig- 
inal statement. These notes' were 
Inade and still are payable to G. D. 
Bates, trustee, and not a dollar of the 
,aoney which they represent ever 
came to me from any public officer or 
were supplied from any public funds."

Burns is fairly dying today for a lipht 
with Jeffries. He doesn't like the idea 
of holding the heavyweight champion- 
ship title by inheritance. He wants 
to win it in the ring and thinks his 
defeat of Squires entitiles him to a 
meeting with the 
undefeated boiler- 


maker. 
"1 can make it still cleaier 


that I am the world's champion by 
beating Jeffries," he said today, "and 
I'm sure I can do it. 
Jeff, said 
he 


would fight any man the public wants 
him to meet. Now I've defeated all 
the rest of them and there ought to be 
some curiosity to see whether I cun 
beat Jeff, too.' 


Jeffries hasn't been heard from yet, 


but his friends doubt whether he will 
consent to enter the ring with Burns. 


San Fraacisco, July 5.—Bill Squires, 


the much-Heralded champion of Au- 
stralia, succumbed to the blow of a 
Canadian fist at Colma, near this city, 
after he had been in the ring about 
two minutes with Tommy Burns. The 
men who witnessed the brief meeting 
betw.een the two pugilists were char- 
itable enough not to call him a "dub." 
They designated him a "false alarm," 
who should have been pitted against a 
fourth-rate fighter rather than any 
pugilist with the slightest possession 
of ring skill. 


To say that the 9,000 persons who 


journeyed out to Colma to witness the 
fight were disappointed 
would be 


phrasing it too mildly. It was a hot 
day and the journey to Colma was a 
disagreeable one. Hundreds of per- 
sons came from other states to see the 
leading fighter of the Antipodes battle 
with the light heavyweight champion 
of the United States, and anticipation 
was keyed up to the highest pitch. 
From the standpoint of the average 
spectator, the outcome would have 
been amusing if less effort had been 
required to reach the arena. 


"Within 10 seconds after the gong 


had rung for the men to begin, Burns 
had swung his right to the Austra- 
lian's jaw and he went down. It looked 
then as if the fight was over, but in 
about four seconds Squires staggered 
to his feet and rushed violently at 
Burns. 
They came to a clinch and 


Squires put his huge fists up to fight. 
They broke in the center of the ring 
and Burns immediately popped over 
another right and Squires went down 
again. He got up in a second, and 
then Burns swung a succession of 
rights, each one staggering the Austra- 
lian, until he dropped his arms. Then 
Burns swung his right again ^th tre- 
mendous force, and it was all over. 
The outcome, while a surprise to 
many, keeps Jim Jeffries still in retire- 
ment. He had announced that if 
Squires won he would meet him in the 
ring. Beyond demonstrating that he 
can hit hard and with lightning-like 
speed. Burns had no opportunity of 
demonstrating his class. The end was 
too sudden. 


When Squires was seen after the 


fight he said that he had been led to 
believe that Burns was not a "knocker- 
out." He had been told that Burns did 
not possess the strength to put a man 
to sleep with a few blows, and this be- 
lief had made him careless at the be- 
ginning of the contest, that resulted in 
the early blow to jaw that dazed him. 
Bums said: "I saw the moving pic- 
tures of Squires in training, which 
were placed on exhibition. When I 
saw how he carried himself and how 
he acted, I knew that I would not 
have any difficulty in defeating him. 
I went into the ring with the fullest 
confidence that I would be the win- 
ner." 


The receipts were far beyond ex- 


pectations. The inclosure was crowded 
and it is estimated that the proceeds 
were between $26,000 
and 
$27,000. 


Burns earned $18.000 by his victory— 
the $10.000 side bet and his $8.000 
guarantee. Squires takes 24 per cent 
of the gross receipts.
